Senator Morse Says US Leading 
Mankind Into Third World War 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Son. 
Wayne Morse denounced V S. 
tactics and policy in South Viet 
Nam on Friday. ‘"The United 
States is leading mankind into 
World War III. out of which will 
come no victory,’* the Oregon 
Democrat said. 
While Morse renewed in the 
Senate his long standing attack 
on President Johnson’s Asian 
policy, 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Robert S. McNamara reported 
U.S. fighting men are scoring 
new successes on Vietnamese 
battlefields. 
Morse charged that a $4.8-bil- 
lion bill to help pay for war ma­ 
terials is an " open-handed Invi­ 
tation to the continued expan­ 
sion and escalation of the Viet 
Nam war.** 
Senators wandered in and out 
of the 100-member chamber as 
Morse spoke, but at times he 
faced 99 empty Senate desks. 
The bill is expected to reach a 
Senate vote early next week. 
There is little doubt that it will 
pass by a wide margin. 
A vote' for this bill is not a 


vote to support the men already 
there,” Morse said, ‘it is a vote 
to 
double 
the 
men 
already 
there, to expand the war into 
Thailand and to provide Ameri­ 
can financing for a military 
force in Asia.” 


Sen Richard 1. Russell, D- 
Ga„ said he would seek instead 
a reaffirmation of the resolu­ 
tion. 


McNamara appeared before 
members of the Senate Armed 
Services 
and 
Appropriations 
committees to talk about the 
defense budget. Later, he told 
reporters 
U.S. 
troops 
have 
staged “ very, very successful 
military operations in the last 
four weeks.” 
He said successful operations 
by U.S. and South Vietnamese 
forces 
frustrated 
Communist 
plans for large-scale assaults 
Instead, McNamara said, heavy 
casualties inflicted, on toe Com­ 
munists have produced a recent 
letup in direct confrontations. 
Morse has said he will seek 
action Monday on his move to 
repeal the August 1964 resolu­ 
tion in which Congress approved 
the use of American military 
force in Viet Nam. 


In all of Congress, only Morse 
and Sen. Ernest Gruening. D- 
Alaska, voted against the reso­ 
lution passed on Aug. 7, 1964. 
While 
Senate 
leaders 
have 
declared the war spending bill 
Is not a policy proposal. Morse 
insisted. "This bill is pregnant 
with policy. 
“ What will be the response of 
Hanoi to the increased deploy­ 
ment of troops and increased 
activities provided for in this 
bill?” Morse asked. “ Senators 
dio not know’. If the administra­ 
tion has any position, it has not 
revealed it.” 
Morse also criticized the use 
of tear gas by U.S. forces in 
Viet Nam. “ We are now drop­ 
ping tear gas from helicopters 
to drive the Viet Cong into the 
open just before we unleash 
B52s upon them with their loads 
of 51 bombs each,'’ he said 
Morse 
charged, 
the 
United 


States is using tear gas in Viet 
Nam not to avoid injuring the 
innocent “ but to render an ene­ 
my incapable of defending him­ 
self so he may more easily be 
killed.” 
He said international conven­ 
tions against gas warfare apply 
to U.S. operations in Viet Nam. 
“ We are horrified at decapita­ 
tions and disembowlings that 
are committed by the Viet Cong 
by hand.” he said. “ But we ap­ 
ply on a far larger scale the 
more impersonal but equally 
horrifying terror weapons of the 
laboratory.” 
Director William F. Ha born of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
appeared before the Senate For­ 
eign 
Relations Committee, 
a 
center of criticism, of Johnson’s 
Viet Nam stand. 
The session was secret, and 
after it was over, the committee 
chairman, Sen. J.W . Fultacight, 
D-Ark , 
told 
reporters: 
“ Not 
only did he not tell us anything, 
but if he had, 1 couldn't tell

But some substitutes prove more effective

Interpreting The New* 
Lady Bird Proposes 
Partnership Offer

AP Tuscaloosa, Ala. Observer 
The nation’s First Lady told a 
Southern audience Friday she 
hopes war and racial differ­ 
ences can he settled at the con­ 
ference table. 
Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson ap­ 
pealed for "offering the hand of 
partnership 
in 
the 
American 
experience 
to our neighbors, 
putting 
aside 
custom 
and 
prejudice that deter this.” 
At the University of Alabama, 
where Gov. George C. Wallace 
made hia dramatic stand in the 
doorway and federalized troops 
had to move In to effect the en­ 
rollment of two Negro students, 
Mrs. Johnson said: 
"The promise of equality first 
made in our Constitution is ours 
to keep.” 
The university, where Mrs. 
Johnson was a six-week sum­ 
mer student in 1931, now has an 
enrollment 
of 16,000 students 
here, 150 to 200 of them Ne­ 
groes, according to the school 
president. 
• • • 
A crowd of about 1,000 stu­ 
dents and the university’s "m il­ 
lion-dollar” band turned out to 
welcome Mrs. Johnson on her 
arrival at the white-columned 
mansion home of Frank Rose, 
university president. 
It was a campaign-style arriv­ 
al by 
motorcade, 
with 
Mrs. 
Johnson shaking hands with an 
airport 
crowd of 
about 
100, 
aome of whom waved American 
flags. 
On the campus, some students 
up front carried a hand-lettered 
sign that said "We support LBJ 
on Viet Nam,” and "Draft Lady 
Bird for governor of Alabama.” 
' Gov. Wallace’s wife, Lurleen, 
had announced Thursday that 
she will be a stand-in candidate 
running for her husband's posi­ 
tion in a forthcoming Demo­ 
cratic primary. 
Politically wise Mrs. Johnson 
side-stepped any comment on 
Mrs. Wallace’s move. To report­ 
ers 
making 
the 
three-hour 
charter plane flight with her 
from Washington, Mrs. Johnson 
gave this statement: 
"É l • long life in políticas» 1 
have never taken part in a pri­ 
mary, 
especially 
in 
a 
state 
where I do not vote.” 
But she noted that she had 
campaigned In every one of her 
husband’s races during 29 years 
in public life. 
Mrs. Johnson spoke at the 
opening of a two-day Alabama 
women’s leadership conference 
of some 400 members, an addi­ 
tional audience of about 2.000 
bom the campus. 
She included in her speech, 
which urged the participation of 
women in community activites, 
a low-key appeal for racial tol­ 
erance. 
She said for a nation that 
heads for the moon "we seem to 
be able to do anything except 
get along together.”

Through. Jesus Christ the for­ 
giveness of ain ia accomplished, 
m an's feet are set in the right 
pathway, and a heavenly ideal 
is held up before him in his 
attem pt to lead a better life. 
God stands ever-ready to for­ 
give and redeem 
those who 
truly and contritely confess .and 
repent their sins. 
There is no better example of 
this anywhere in the Bible than 
in the life of S i m o n Peter. 
Three times he denied knowl- 
edge of, and aasociation with, 
Je.sua. Yet, he was forgiven and 
r e s t o r e d , to fellowship with 
'Christ and His disciples, to be­ 
sóme' posaiMy the greatest, of 
these. 
Peter did not denv the Lord 
unknowingly, nor did he do it 
for gain. He loved Jesus, but 
when the chips were dowm. he 
inexplicably became a coward 
and love took second place, Be­ 
tween 'the Crucifixion and the 
Resurrection Peter knew the 
emptiness, restlessness and bar­ 
renness of a life without grace, 
and a great change came over 
him. 
Gone were the sin, the doubt, 
the pride, the 
'boasting, 
the 
cowardice. He te c u m a w a it of 
the enormity of C hrist's sacri­ 
fice on the Cross and the hope 
that it held for all mankind. 
And when Jesus questioned his 
love for Him, he was able to 
reaffirm it humbly, and to ac­ 
cept the c h a r g e , "Feed my 
sheep.'* 
Under God's law, m an was 
Condemned. 'Though perfect and 
divinely given, It could only ac­ 
cuse and guide; It could not ab­ 
solve man of the guilt of hie 
sins.

feebly, without hope,, under an 
enormous 'burden of guilt for 
u s .sine. From this Jesus Christ 


has rescued man. Through the 
coming of God's divine Mes­ 
senger in the flesh God con­ 
d e m n e d 
sin 
in 
the 
flesh. 
Through C hrist the righteous­ 
ness of the law can be fulfilled 
in those "who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Sp irit." 
There ia a spirit of life In 
Jesus Christ which awakens us 
from the lethargy of ain, makes 
us free from the law of sin and. 
death, and sustains us in a daily 
and lifelong attempt to lead * 
b e t t e r life. In other words. 
Christ turned the terror and 
fear of sin into the joy and 
peace of a forgiven life, bring­ 
ing salvation and the hope of 
et.ern.al, life. 
We are not saved by OUT' own 
efforts, for salvation la the gift 
of God, W e can do nothing to 
bring It about except keep our 
hearts open and eager to re­ 
ceive Hia great gift. God stands 
ready to give It, but we must 
sacrifice for !L And what we 
offer must he acceptable to. a 
'God. who will settle for nothing 
less than our whole live»- our 
minds, our souls, our willpower, 
; the things we love most and 
! cherish. 
Redemption b e c o m e s ours 
I when we meet the divine tscri- 
j fice of Christ, with daily, II,fe- 
; long sacrifice: the constan.! re-' 
\ jection of sin and templa! Ion. 
Christ's sacrifice obtained God's 
forgiveness for our sins, a for­ 
giveness that God continually 
offers us as His great gift. Bu t 
accepting it means we w ill com­ 
plete It by diligence, faith and 
continual striving to follow the 
perfect Example set 'before us 
in Chnst. 
The w ay Is not easy, non# of 
us w ill attain the state of per­ 
fection set before us; snd it w ill 
not make us happy, for happi­ 
ness la a state of mind result­ 
ing from a pleasant arrange­ 
ment of cfrcumatancm. B u t it 
mil 11. make us Messed... W e wl.ll, 
live lives of inner peace, quiet­ 
ness, r e s o l u t e purpose, real 
satisfaction and confidence that 
we are part of an unending uni­ 
verse and that the God who 
mads us w ill gradually bring us 
tato' fellowship, with Him .and 
eternal, life.
